THE 
PACIFIC 
KA1LKOA1>S' 
Miners 


Collis P. HuntiDgton, President of 


the Southern Pacific Company, has 
been before the Senate Committee on 
Railroads. He suggested a bill for the 
reorganization of the Central Pacific 
system. He proposes that the com- 
pany fehall give a mortgage to the Gov- 
ernment covering all its property, 
in consideration of which the Govern- 
ment i»Hue $134,000,000 bonds to run 
125 years at 2>2 per cent, interest, to be 
applied to the 
replacement of the 


mortgage boada o'J the Ceneral Pacific 
and California and Western Pacific 
railroad, and to the California and 
Oregon railroad. 


Ihe bill contains provisions for the 


protection of the Government interest 
in the roads. Mr. Huntingdon says it 
is a proposition to use the credit of the 
United States, but none of its money, 
and pay off its indebtedness. 


The bonds issund in aid of the con- 


struction of the Central Pacific will all 
mature between January, 1895, and 
July, 1899. They -<re redeemable at 
maturity and as over $'2,000,000 will 
mature within a year, Congress must 
make provision to redeem them. To 
get porfession of the road the Govern- 
ment will have to redeem the first 
mortgage bonds, which are held by 
third parties and which 
equal in 


amount those ishued by the Govern- 
ment. The Hqnate Committee on Pa- 
cific Kailroads consists of 
Messrs 


Brice, Morgan, Faulkner, White or 
Louisiana, Murphy, Davis, Carey, Wol 
cott and McMillin. The House Com 
mittee on Pacific Railroads consists o: 
Messrs. Iteilly, Snodgrass, Boatner 
Caruth, Kyle, Lockwood, Wendock 
Bell of Texas, Hendrix, Harris, Blair 
Smith of Illinois, Powers, Hepburn 
and Cooper of Wisconsin. 


The Committees are conferring with 


each other ou the subject of the rail- 
road bonds, und it is surmised that 
they will agreo upon a bill, which will 
be reported to both Houses of Con- 
gresa.

The steady decline in silver excites 


little comment among the goldbugs, 
though it affeci.4 almost every product 
of the country, except gold. New 5'ork 
dealers say the decline is merely the 
result of the law of supply and demand. 
The buying is almost entirely for ex- 
port use in the arts, and until the sup- 
ply more nearly equals the demand the 
price will continue to fall. 


Silver is no longer coin nl i'or mone- 


tary purposes, except in ? lexico and 
Central und Mouth American Repub- 
lics. Last June its eoiimge ceased in 
the United States by order of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. Soon ufter- 
" irds India, which absorbed a larje 
pr-mo -HOU of the silver product of the 
we •. , 
Bopped its coinage ou private 


account. The Sherman act, which pro- 
vided u market tor 4,500,000 ounces of 
siher monthly, was then repealed and 
now tho metal it* ut>ed only in the arts. 
AH a result of demonetization and hos- 
tile legislation silver declines in price. 
Depressing u^ thife is to the mining 
industry of Nevada, it would not be so 
bad if the price of all the products, not 
only of the silver producing States, 
but of the nation and, in tact, the 
world, did not decline with silver. 
Wheat, cotton, beef, wool, in short, 
everything produced in the country, is 
selling at or below the cost of produc- 
tion. 
It causes general commercial 


and business depression, paralyzes 
enterprise and compels thousands in 
the United States and Europe to beg 
for bread. 


THK milTlSII BALANCE OF TKADJE. 


The publication of the Government 


Board of Trade returns of 
Great 


Britain has produced a profound im- 
pression in England. 
It is stated that 


the gloom caused by the present com- 
mercial depression is deepen^ 1 by the 
report, which shows that tho balance 
of trade is agaiust the country. The 
total value of imports last, year was 
£405,069,690, compared with £423,763,- 
882 in 18U2, and £435,441,264 in 181)1. 
The value of exports in 1893 was £218,- 
496,246 compared with £227,077,053 in 
1892, 
and £247,235,150 in 1891. 
The ap- 


parent balance agaiust tho country was 
£127,628,852, which would be equivalent 
to about $658,000,000. 


England, notwithstanding its income 


from foreign investments, cannot long 
stand such a drain as that. The pay- 
ment of this balance in gol.1 would, in 
a fow yearrf, exhaust its stock of that 
mettil. 
Its political economists and 


several of its leading statesmen begin 
to see that the contraction of the cur- 
rent y. caused by the adoption of the 
gold standard, is paralyzing business 
there, as elsewhere, and are advocating 
u return to bimetallism, and it is prob- 
able that Euglaud, which was the first 
nation to demonetize silver, may be the 
first to remouetize the metal. 


TIIE city of Chicago is on the verge 


of bankruptcy. 
The 
Comptroller's 


estimates are $2,000,000 in excess of 
what the city can pay. The salaries of 
city employes are to be cut down, and 
the police force and fire departments 
are to be reduced. The situation is 
serious and economy is essential to 
prevent bankruptcy. 


The Elections Bill Passed the Senate- 


Filibustering In the Blouse. 


WASHINGTON, February 7.—In 
the 


Senate Cameron presented a large num- 
ber of petitions against the Wilson 
bill. 


Cameron also presented an amend- 


ment to the bill postponing, till Janu- 
ary 1,1896, the date for the Wilson bill 
to go into effect. 


Dolph presented a resolution reciting 


that the Finance Committee had re- 
fused hearing on the Tariff bill and di- 
recting that all memorials and protests 
presented to that Committee and the 
Senate be printed as Senate documents. 
It went over. 


The Federal Elections bill was then 


taken up and Hoar took the floor 
against it. 


At 4:45 o'clock the Seriate began vot- 


ing on the Elections bill. The first 
vote was an amendment offered by 
Chandler and was lost, 27 to 40. Tef- 


fer, Stewart and Kyle, Populists, voted 
with the Democrats. 


An amendment by Perkins of Cali- 


fornia, making the Elections law appli- 
cable only to cities of 200,000, instead 
of 20,000, was lost—27 to 39.

In the House the McCreary's resolu- 


tion condemning the action of Minister 
Stevens and approving the course of 
the President against the annexation 
of the Hawaiian Islands came up. 


Keed renewed filibustering by mak- 


ing a point of order that adjournment 
last night did not vacate proceedings 
under the call of the House to enforce 
actendance, and that the only thing 
in order was the report of the Sergeant- 
at-Arms, or. if the chair held all pro- 
ceeding terminated by adjournment it 
also vacated the order revoking the 
leaves of absence. 


The Speaker overruled the point of 


order, holding that all proceedings 
under the call terminated with ad- 
journment, and that the order revoking 
leaves of absence was executed then. 


The roll was then called on the pass- 


age of the McCreary resolution. The 
^Republicans refrained from voting and 
the Democrats failed, to muster a 
quorum, the vote standing 174 to 3. 


Springer made a point of order that 


as there were four vacant seats 177 to 
179 should constitute a quorum. After 
some delate the point of order was 
sustained and the resolution was de- 
clared passed. 


Those who voted in the negative 


were: Daniel of New York and Adams 
of Pennsylvania, both Kepublicans, 
arid Cummings of New York, Demo- 
crat. 


After some sharp sparring between 


Keed and the Speaker on points of 
order, it was by uiifiinaous consent 
decided to have auolLei-roll call, and 
the Speaker v :'hdrew his former de- 
cision. 
WhfM it became apparent on 


the second roll call that the Democrats 
would have a quorum the Republicans 
voted against the resolution. It passed 
—177 to 75. 


Boutelle's Hawaiian resolution was 


lost—91 to 191. 


Bland moved to take up his Silver 


Seigniorage bill in the House this after- 
noon. Some Eastern Democrats and 
Republicans refusing to vote broke the 
quorum and a call of the House was 
ordered. The vote on taking up the 
bill stood 160 to 7. A quorum re- 
sponded and the roll was again called 
on Eland's bill. The opposition fought 
Eland's motion by moving to adjourn, 
and on a rising vote carried the motion 
—104 to 102, but Bland demanded the 
yeas and nays. 


Bland won on a yea and nay vote by 


137 to 87, and the House refusing to 
adjourn, filibustering was renewed by 
the opponents of Eland's bill.

Ardel & Estes, attorneys for the em- 
ployes of the Union Pacific, will pre- 
sent a petition of over 100 typewritten 
pages to Judges Ryner and Hallett in 
Denver to-morrow. The petition first 
attacks the right of Judge Dundy to 
issue a schedule while a contract is in 
existence with the Union Pacific em- 
ployes, having three years yet to run, 
which stated that the schedule could 
not be changed except upon thirty 
days' notice. 


The petition states that at various 


times prior to tho time of the passage 
of the road into the hands of the Re- 
ceivers the Union Pacific management 
attempted to cut the salaries of the 
men without success, and the men now 
believe Receivers were appointed for 
the express purpose of cutting salaries. 


The petition attacks the right of

In 1878 the Bland free coinage bill, 


which passed the House of Representa- 
tives, was amended in a Eepublican 
Senate, making it an act to purchase 
and coin not less than 2,500,000 ounces 
nor more than 4,000,000 ounces of silver 
per annum instead; and even this 
recognition of silver was vetoed by a 
Republican President—Rutherford B. 
Hayes—and only became a law after 
being passed over his veto. 


In 1890 Senator John Sherman, the 


man whose " fine Italian hand " drafts 
the silver planks in the Republican 
platforms, in order to prevent the pas- 
sage of a free coinage bill, introduced 
and passed the infamous Sherman Act, 
under which the Republican Secretary 
of the Treasury established the prec- 
dent of only buying silver at the lowest 
London price and acting with the 
English to bear the silver market, re- 
sulting in depressing the price of 
silver more than one-third. 


In 1893 out of 32 Republicans in the 


Senate who voted on the question of 
repealing the Sherman Act and leaving 
silver without any recognition before 
the law, only 9 Republicans voted nay, 
and in the House of Representatives 
out of 126 Republican members only 
3 oppo sed it. 


The above is the Republican party's 


record on silver brought down to date. 


With regard to the Silver or People's 


party, every member of that party in 
either house of Congress voted " aye " 
on all amendments offered to the re- 
peal bill for the purpose of making it a 
free coinage measure, and " no " un the 
question of repeal. Had the People's 
party been in power silver would have 
been admitted free at the mints and 
coined at the ratio of 16 to 1. That this 
must be admitted, it is only necessary 
to point to the unanimous vote on that 
line of the Populists in Congress. 
Every honest Nevada voter, if he knows 
his own interest, can say when he reads 
the record: "Give us more Populists 
and less Republicans in Washington."

MUCH ADO ABOUT NOTHING. 


Super-Sensitive Gentlemen Who Have 


Changed Their Minds. 


Two items of about two lines each, 


published in the Carson Tribune, ap- 
peared as one in the JOUBNAL, credited 
to the Tribune. One of the items stated 
that R. L. Fulton of Reno was in 
Carson and the other that a Republi- 
can club would probably be organized 
in Carson this week. 
The goldbug 


papers are making a great fuss about 
the matter. The Tribune thinks it was 
"to serve the purpose of a slur to Mr. 
Fulton," and the Gazette Publishing Co. 
thinks so, too. 


Mr. Fulton's name appears among 


those alleged to be members of the 
Republican club. He is the reputed 
author of the resolution adopted by 
that club charging the Silver party 
with the crime of injuring the State. 
Under such circumstances how did it 
reflect on Mr. Fulton to say that he 
was in Carson and that a Republican 
club was to be organized in that city? 
Again, many local items appear in the 
JOUKNAL as in other papers, of which 
the editor knows nothing until he sees 
them in print. Messrs. Fulton and 
Bragg a few years ago, when one of 
them was scoring the Legislature on 
one page of the Gazette and the other 
lauding the members in the local col- 
umns of that paper, accounted for the 
incongruity by saying that the editor 
was not responsible for what a reporter 
put in the local columns of his paper. 
It appears the gentlemen have changed 
their minds since then, and now accuse 
the editor of the JOUKNAL of casting 
reflections on Mr. Fulton for stating 
two facts, neither of which is disputed, 
in one sentence.

Congressman Newlamla Defines its Posi- 


tion— It Is not Republican, Demo- 
cratic nor Populist. 
Representative Newlands in a letter 


to a Washington paper states his posi- 
tion on the silver question. He says

"Our expectation was that the Re- 


publican party would again become a 
national party instead of a sectional 
party, devoted only to the interests of 
New England and the Middle States, 
as manufacturing or creditor States, 
or that the Democratic party, rejecting 
further alliance with New York, which 
has thus far been able to control its 
financial actions to its lasting disgrace, 
would pursue a policy which would 
unite the South with the West on 
issues which would constitute a com- 
mon bond of sympathy; or that a third 
party, whether under the name of the 
People's party, or some new name, pre- 
senting to the people but two issues, 
namely, freedom from financial depen- 
dence, and freedom from industrial 
dependence upon England or other 
foreign countries, would, under wise 
and patriotic leadership, be organized 
for victory. 


THE SILVER PARTY SHOULD BE MAINTAINED. 


"On these lines the Mining Congress 


at Helena, Montana, declared itself, on 
these lines the Bimetallic League of 
America has practically acted, aud on 
these lines the Silver party of Nevada 
—of which I am the representative in 
Congress—is organized. I do not re- 
gard it as a per manent party organiza- 
tion, but simply a form of organization 
which should be maintained, at least

region, the farmers of the West and the 
planters of the South that the appreci- 
ation of gold resulting from the grad- 
ual demonetization of silver was the 
chief cause of the fall in prices, and 
the prevailing industrial and commer- 
cial distress of the world is now teach- 
ing the creditor section of our country 
that, while the destruction as a money 
metal of the competitor of gold in- 
creased 
the 
purchasing power of 


money, it also diminished its earning 
power. The defaulting of bonds, the 
inability of owners of credits to collect 
their interest, the dearth of profitable 
employment for money, all prove that 
we cannot* cut off one of the natural 
sources of the money supply and limit 
the natural increase of the volume of 
money without affecting all industries, 
and that, owing to the t onsequent stag- 
nation of enterprise and the destruc- 
tion of industry, the business of money 
lending, though the last to suffer, must 
bear the burden equally with the rest. 


"Misfortune is a hard teacher of the 


principles of political economy and 
monetary science, and though it is to 
be regretted that the world must suf- 
fer so much in order to learn a lesson 
which intelligence should have antici- 
pated, yet the lesson must and will be 
learned. Until then, and until some 
great national party, having learned 
the lesson, shall have the courage and 
wisdom to make the silver question its 
chief issue, I must beg you to charac- 
terize me only as a member of the Sil- 
ver party of Nevada.' "

On a big rise, 
whdithobod of the river is stretched 
Croin embankment to embankment, the 
uiawfibh buirow into tho leveea and 
livo there in the moist earth. They 
multiply faster than maggots and loosen 
up the eaith worse than moles. 
"The levoe may bo completely sodded 


with grass and yon see no external eyi- 
ilence of the damage going on within, 
but when tho next big rise conies you 
will see it. i have frequently known 
the water to break through the levee two 
or three feet from the top, and you can at- 
tribute it to nothing but tho destructive 
work of crawfish. This was particular- 
ly true of the. break at Offut'e in 1889, 
when a portion of the town of Green- 
ville was submerged. The builder of 
tho levee in the future will have to take 
into account the ciawfish as one of his 
moat stubborr fpcs, "—St. Louis Globe 
Democrat.
